REMARKS 

Introduction 

Claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10-24 are pending in this application, of which claims 1, 6 and 17 are 
independent. Claims 5 and 10 have been amended to correct informalities in the claim langviage. 
Claims 1 and 6 have been amended to incorporate the limitations of original claims 4 and 9, 
respectively, and additional subject matter. Accordingly, claims 4 and 9 have been cancelled 
without prejudice. Claims 1 1-24 have been added. It is respectfully submitted that because no 
new matter is introduced by this amendment, this amendment should be entered. 

Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1, 4 and 5 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 102 (b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 4,142,073 (Agneus et al.). This rejection is traversed for at least the following 
reasons. 

In the Advisory Action dated May 14, 2009, the Examiner asserts that although the first 
plastic film 1 (i.e., the alleged second insulating film) does not physically contact the lower 
surface of the second plastic film 2 (i.e., the alleged first insulating film), the lower surface is 
still covered by the first plastic film. Applicants respectfully disagree. 

Applicants respectfully submit that when a first film "covers" a surface of a second film, 
the first film must be disposed on or over the surface of the second film. See the attached copy 
firom online dictionary of Encarta®, which clearly defines that "cover" means "putting 
something over something else." However, in Agneus, the first plastic film 1 is not disposed on 
or over the lower surface (the surface contacting to the alleged first electrode 3) of the second 
plastic film 2. It is noted that the bending portions of the plastic film 1 are not disposed over the 
lower surface of the second plastic film 2. 
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As such, it is clear that, at a minimum, Agneus fails to disclose "a second insulating film 
formed so as to cover upper, lower and side surfaces of the first insulating film" as recited by 
claim 1. Accordingly, claim 1 and dependent claim 5 are patentable over Agneus. Thus, 
Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner withdraw the rejection of claims 1 and 5 under 
35 U.S.C. § 102 (b). 

Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. S 103 

Claim 1 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 
No. 5,490,220 (Loeppert) in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,039,202 (Takeuchi). Claim 6 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Publication No. 
2002/0181725 (Johannsen et al.) in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,039,202 (Takeuchi). Claim 6 was 
also rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being vinpatentable over Agneus et al. These 
rejections are traversed for at least the following reasons. 

Applicants respectfully submit that amended claims 1 and 6 now recite, among other 
features, "the second electrode, the first insulating film, and the second insulating film compose 
a vibrating film." It is clear that, at a minimum, Takeuchi fails to disclose this feature of 
amended claims 1 and 6 since the alleged second electrode, first insulating film and second 
insulating film are formed on a silicon substrate and does not compose a vibrating film. Further, 
regarding Agneus, it is clear that Agneus fails to disclose the elements of claim 6 as set forth 
above in traversing the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b). It is also clear that none of other 
cited references cure these deficiencies of Takeuchi or Agneus. 

Based on the foregoing, claims 1 and 6 are patentable over the cited references. Since 
claims 2, 3, 5, 7, 8 and 10 depend upon claims 1 or 6, these dependent claims are also patentable 
over the cited references for at least the same reasons as claims 1 and 6. 
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New Claims 

Since new claims 11-16 depend upon claims 1 or 6, these claims are patentable over the 
cited references for at least the same reasons as claims 1 and 6. Applicants also submit that none 
of the cited references disclose the elements of claim 17, claim 17 and all claims dependent 
thereon are patentable over the cited references. 

Conclusion 

Having fully responded to all matters raised in the Office Action, Applicants submit that 
all claims are in condition for allowance, an indication for which is respectfully solicited. If 
there are any outstanding issues that might be resolved by an interview or an Examiner's 
amendment, the Examiner is requested to call Applicants' attorney at the telephone number 
shown below.
